When the Chinese bombers sped across the China Sea 
Wednesday on their first daring raid over -Japancse soil, 
they were led ‘by an’ intrepid ‘veteran of many wars, 
Commander Vincent. Schmidt, chief of the' International 
Squadron of volunteers of many nationalities: Commander 


Schmidt is an American. 


With him on the Taihoku raid, 


which is credited with having destroyed 40 Japanese planes 
at the air base, o wireless station and various other equip- 
ment of the aerodrome, were an‘unknown number of 
forcign and Chinese aviators, including Russians.

The death was announced to-day, 
following n_ short illness, of Dr. 
Thomas William Francis Gann, 4.P, 
MMLRC.5., LA,CP., DTM, FRG, FoR. 
the well-known explorer.—Reuter, 

Dr. Gann ‘was educated ot King’s 
School, Canterbury, and Inter studied 
at the Middlesex Hospital. He was 
in charge of the relief expedition to 
the sufferers from the Guatemala 
carthquake and recelved the thanks 
of the Colonial Secretary for this 
work. He was also thanked by the 
Secretary to the U. S. Navy for his 
work during the Grent War, : 

Ho was particularly well known as 
an explorer. and discovered the an- 
cient Maya city of Cobna in northem 
Yucatan. He also discovered’ the 
ancient Maya cities of Tzibanche and 
Ichpaatum. He became a Fellow of 
the American Geographical Society 
In_ 1927, 2 

In 1926 he represented the Briflsh 
Government at the Americanists Con- 
gress in Rome. Two years later he 
was placed In charge of the Britlsh 
Museum Expedition to British Hon- 
durns. He first described and named 
the Maya city of Xumucha in 1020, 

Ho was elected Honorary Associate 
of the Geographical and Historical 
Society of Guatemala in 1928' and 
became 5 Member of the Royal Em- 


pire Socicty. ; . 

In 1929, Dr. Gann wis fn charge 
of the- British Museum Expedition 
to Minanha. - Two years ‘later. He bo- 
came an Hon. -Associate ofthe De- 
partment of Middle American 
Research, Tulane University, He was 
a member of the Legtsiative Council 
and ‘Principal “Medicn! OMcer at 
Britlsh Honduras, He wag a‘lecturer 
on Central American archaeology at 
the University of Liverpool, and a 
Fellow of the Mayn Society,

pat worry if your child is re- 
jluctant to begin school — again 
after the week-end, That ‘Monday 
morning” feeling ts perfectly nutural, 
His teacher suffers from it too, and 
the only cure js the week's normal 
round of work and play that follows. 

Most healthy children —_ cither 
actually enjoy school, although It is 
“simply not donc” to admit it, or 
else regard it In the sume light os 
washing behind the cars, or the 
necessity for clean collurs and 
various other incomprehensible dic- 
tates of authority, 

The child, however, who is ‘out of 
sorts” with sometimes evince o drcad 
of school. The strain of fessons and 
disciptine Is too much tor an_ ailing 
youngster, so tool for physical 
symptoms if your son or qatighter 
shows an unusual dislike for scaool. 
Keep on eye on your child's health 
and appetite for ‘a aay. or two, und 
take what measures experience dic- 
tates.

and an attempt by the police to arrest’ Uriah Butler, a 


negro. , 


Founder and leader of thé British Empire Workers’ 
and Citizens” Home Rule Party, Butler is now serving a 
sentence of two years’ hard labour for sedition. 


“Untimely and = unfortunate” 
speeches by tho then Governor, 
Sir A, Murchison Fictcher, are 
strongly criticised and (ho Commis~- 
sion considers that tho Trinidad 
Government acted Improperly in 
negotiating with Butler—describ- 
ed as a “fanatic’—when he was a 
fugitive from Justice. - 


Slr Murchison Fletcher was recall- 
ed by the Colonial Sceretary in 
November to discuss the situation.

1 BURNED TO DEATH 


The report says that on June 19 
two ofl wells were on fire—apparent- 
ly a signal to workers that the strike 
was on.

’ Simon Speaks On 
Eden's Resignation 


London, Feb, 24, 

Talks with Italy, the resignation 
of Mr, -Anthony Eden and the Com- 
mons voto of confidence in the Gov- 
ernment were referred to In a speech 
nt Birmingham last night by the 
of the Exchequer, Sir 
John Slmon. In regurd to the re- 
signation- of Mr. Eden, he expressed 
the hope that the loss of this brilliant 
tun was only temporary. As to the 
cause of the resignation, he said the 
rest of the Cabinct had ot no time 
heen consclous of the existence of 
‘any such fundamental divergence of 
view between the Prime Minister 
and Mr. Eden as the words of the 
latter would suggest. They had all 
worked together throughout on terms 
cf close cordiality ond the broad 
objects of thelr policy were the 
objects of them all. rey 

There was no difference whatever 
on the question of desirability of 
conversations with the Italian Gov- 
ernment. The Immediate issue was 
the question of plnce and time. His 
departure $s a cause of the deepest 
regret and, to some the = cause 
js bewildering. But all knew that 
Mr, Eden acted with full deliberation 
and from the highest motlves. Now 
that the circumstances surrounding 
this most unexpected and lumentable 
event had been investigated by the 
debate, there was no doubt where 
the great bulk of the Government’. 
supporters stood. Nothing contribut- 
ed so much to clearing up of the 
situation ns the two speeches made 
by the Prime Minister on Tuesday 
night. 

Mr. Chamberlain's policy would 
appeal to people fn Britain” be- 
cause lt was a vositive policy. Justi- 
fication for Mr, Chamberlain's view 
did not depend on the result of the 
conversations themselves. This was 
no wager as to whether In the end 
agreement would'be reached with 
Italy or not, The question was 
whether it was right to open con- 
versations. If they led to ultimate 
agreement on honourable terms this 
would: be a happy conclusion.. But 
even If they did not, this would not 
prove that it was not right to enter 
on conversations, for only by open- 
ing such discusslons could it be 
nscertained whether. the disadvan- 
tages and dangers of the present 
situation could be reduced by other 
means.—British Wireless,

The very influential Chinese dally 
paper, the’ Ta Kung Pao, an 
editorial te-day demanded that Herr 
Adolf Hitler give a satisfactory ex~ 
planation of the phrase, “culture and 
hymanity” In hls announcement, “I 
regard Japan as an ‘clement: of 
'security. with regard to culture and 
humanity.” 

The Ta Kung Pao angrily ond im- 
patiently states that “Japanese troops 
hove killed hundreds of thousands in 
Nanking alone, even disarmed 
‘soldiers. Does Hitler explain security 
und humanity with these facts? 
Japanese troops rape and kili women 
everywhere, while European warriors 
traditionally respect women. The 
Japanese troops loot .cvery village 
wnier thele occupation. Docs Hitler 
mean that all these facts indicate that 
Japan is.an clement of security for 
culture and humanity?" 

Primarily Hitler furnished new cx~ 
planations for culture and humanity. 
“which are different from those given 
by German philosophers of the past.

‘Early Japanese reprisal for the 
Chinese oir raid on Formosa yeste 
day is predicted as a result of a J 
panese scouting plane visiting Han- 
kow this morning, ¢ircling high above 
the acrodrome and taking pictures. 

The plane, which was flying at a 
high altitude, escaped notice by the 
observation posts en route here, but 
three Chinese pursult planes quickly 
went up when its presence was dis- 
covercd.. 

According to the Chinese pilots 
who participated in yesterday's visit 
to Formosa, altogether 21 ,Chincse 
bombers engaged in the raid. 

Before bombing the Chinese planes 
circled above the acrodrome to ob- 
serve the whereabouts of the Japan- 
ese planes ond hangars, also if there 
were Japanese plones in the alr or 
A.A, batteries on the ground. 

Apparently the raid was a com- 
plete surprise, for throughout the 
visit not a single A.A. gun fired nor 
did a single plane take to the alr. . 

The Chinese saw dense columns of 
smoke issung from the alrficld where 
It is stated that at least 40 Japanese 
planes were destroyed and the han- 
gars set'on fire.—Reuter.

Whether he has done it de- 
liberately or not, Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain . has indirectly 
offered u- further explanation 
for the action of ‘Mr. Anthony 
Eden in resigning from the 
office of Foreign Secretary. He 
has frankly declared that the 
League of Nations cannot be 
depended upon to preserve the 
peace of the world or the 
security of any nation, large or 
small. The implication is that 
the former Foreign Secretary 
quarrelled with -this assump- 
tion. And since Mr. Eden him- 
self has said that -his disagrec- 
ment with the Prime Minister 
went beyond the matter of the 
Anglo-Italian conversations, and 
was concerned with the funda- 
mental principles of foreign 
policy, it is quite possible that 
this is the true explanation of 
the Cabinet split. However, 
this is still conjecture’ The clear 
reasons for Mr, Eden's disturb- 
ing action, for some reason or 
other, have not been brought 
forward. One naturally wonders 
why. The British public is left 
to guess, . ;

“There is no cure,” the physician 
told the bewlldercd father. “The 
disease acts Iikesno* cancer, A cure 
for cancer probably would result In 
a cure for it, however.” 

If the discase went to its ultlmate 
concluslon,. according to Dr. Steven- 
son, the bones lterally would vanish 
from the body. — 

“But,” he added, “the victims don’t 
Jast that’ long."—-Unlted Press.

FAMOUS 
EXPLORER 


Dr. Gann, Discoverer 
Of Maya Cities 


London, Feb. 24. 
“The death was announced to-day, 
‘following’ a short illness, of Dr, 
Thomeg Willlam Francis Gann, J.r, 
MCS. LAGE, D.T.M., PALGS., FAL, 
the well-known explorer.—Keutcr. ° 

Dr. Gann wna educated at King's 
‘Schoo), Canterbury, und later studied 
at the Middlesex Hospital. He was 
in ‘charge of the relicf expedition to 
the sufferers from the Gynatemala 
searthquake ond received the thanks 
of the Colonint Sceretary for this 
work. He was niso thanked by the 

_ Secretary to the U, S. Navy for his 
work during the Great War. 

He was particularly well known o5 
an explorer and discovered the an- 
efent Maya city of Coba in northern 
Yucatan. He also discovered the 
ancient Maya cities of Tzibanche and 
Ichpnatum. He became a Fellow of 
thé American Geographtcnl Society 
in. 1927, 

In 1020 he represented the British 
‘Government at the Americanists Con- 
gress In Rome. Two yenrs later he 
was placed in chargo of the British 
Muscum Expedition to British Hon- 
-duras. Ho. first described and named 
tho Maya city of Xumucha [n 1028. 

He was elected Honorary Associate 

+ of the Geographical and Historical 
Socicty of Guatemola In 1928 and 
became a Member of the Royal Em- 
pire Society, 

In 1929, Dr. Gann was in charge 
of the British Museum Expedition 
‘to Minanha. Two years later he be- 
came an Hon. Associate of the De- 
partment of Middle American 
Research, Tulane University, He was 
a member of the Lenislative Council 
and Principal Medical Officer at 
British Honduras, He was a lecturer 
on Central American aorchacology at 
the University of Liverpool, and a 
Fellow of the Maya Society. 

He was the author of many publica- 
‘Hons dealing with explorations and 
archaoological research,

The scason of fensting has ‘always 
been observed in Roman Catholle 
countrics as Carnival,’ implying a 
putting away of the flesh, prior to the 
annual season of fasting held in Lent. 

In Macno, the Carnival ‘has been 
welcomed more especially by the 
younger sct who are trying to outvic 
one unother in types of fancy: dress 
costume. . 


Shortly after the dinner hour of 
each Carnival night, songs will be 
heard In the streets ns happy throngs, 
consisting of maskers in - fantastic 
costume, will march with banners 
waving, They will take part. in 
“tunas,” lively processions serenad- 
ing with violins, mandolins, gultars, 
ulceleles and drums playing the senti- 
mental Portuguese “fados"” until they’ 
come for an “assalto” at one of the 
clubs, brilliant with festival colour, 
where they will assemble for song 
and dance, The quaint apparel of 
the country folk of far-away Portugal 
will Be prominent in the many 
varieties of fancy dress.

Dances 
will take place at the Macao Club on 
the following Saturday and Tuesday 
nights, while the Military Club will 
hold their feast on Sunday.

Cabinet Crisis 
Support For Government 


Rovoaled 


London, Feb. 24. 
Anthony Eden’s res{gnation 
was raised in the House of-Lords this 
evening the Labour opposition. 
Lord Addison thought the Govern- 
ment's. decision to proceed with 
Anglo-Italian conversations “without 
the preliminary conditions their 
Foreign Sccretary considered desir- 
able, was a rlaky and unbusincsallke 
proceeding, and he expressed anxicty 
that there should be the closest co- 
operation with the French Govern- 
ment. : 


Lord Lothian supported the Gov- 
ernment jn the policy of trying to 
break through the mlasma of cus- 
picion which lay over Europe, and 
to. seck an arrangement to ‘save 
Europe and the world from a repetl- 
tion of 10914, Lord Londonderry also 
spoke in support of the policy out- 
lined to the Commons by the Premicr 
on Tuesday. 5 


Lord Allen and Lord Ponsonby 
were two Labour peers who wel- 
comed the Government's decision of 
a new approach to European coun« 
tries with whom there were diMcul- 
tles and misunderstandings, 


. LORD CECIL'S PROTEST
